Then the Launching.

Then came the launching, A platform
had been built around the prow of the
blg iron monster, which lay in the very
slip In which the famous Oregon was built
and  from

which  President Harrison
launched the monltor Montercy  ten
yeara ago. Gathered on the platform

were the president and members of the
cabinet, Governor Nash eof Ohio, Miss
Deshler, his nlece, who was to ohristen the
ship, Miss Barber, who was to act for Mrs,
MeKinley and many unifermed oMeers of
the army and navy. Immediately at the
right was a red-coated band. Below work-
men were koocking away the last keel
blocks uatll the great steel hull rested
upon its cradle and only a single beam, set
Ilke & trigger apd ready to fall aside at a
blow, held {t in place.

Miss Barber and the president stood be-
fore the electric appliance which cone
trolled the guillotine that was to sever the
rope which would loose the woight thant was
to knock out this last beam, Mlss Bare
her with her finger on the button was look-
ing lntently at the lodlcator, At 2:201%,
two and a half minutes before the tide wns
at its highest, the time set for the launch-
ing, there suddenly shot fato the faece of
the Indicator the word “"Ready." Miss Bar
ber pressed the button, The last block fell
away. At the samo time Miss Doeshler, a
girl of 17, In a light gown  with her
dark bair bralded down her back in school
girl fashlon, let go of the bottle of cham-
pagne suspended by the slde of the bow
by & rod. blue and white ribbon, and
craghed agalnst the side, as she utiered
the words: I christen thes Ohlo!*

Its Initial Plunge,

Relensed from {ts bounda the big hull
tops of steel went ploughing
the thick grease of Its cradle.

The door slammed and he
was off at a gallop for the bedside of his
wife.
Handaome Sounvenlirs,

The plate presented to President MeKin-
ley by the workmen I8 of burnished gold,
five by five (nches in dimenslons and sur-
mounted by the eagle and shieid of the
Americnn aonl, The shield in the center is
of California gold-bearing quartz and Ia
flanked on elther slde by the American and
Callfornia republic flage. At one corner of
the plate is the seal, and at the other the
#enl of California. In the center is u
miniature of the battleskip Ohlo and the
following Inacription:

“To commemorate the launching of the
United States battleship Ohlo. Presented
to Hon, Willlam MeKinley, president of the
United States, by the employes of the Unlon
Iron worka, S8an Francisco, Cal*”

Tho decorations around the horder of the
plate are of oak leaves, Intertwined with
Callfornia popples. Immediately after the
launching a pretty ceremony was performed
on the presidential platform. Hon. Irving
M .Beott presented Miss Helen Deshler,
the beautiful daughter of Ohlo who christ.
ened the ship, with a aplendid souvenir of
the oceasion, in the shape of a tablet of
black oak and primavers, the wood used in
the cabin of the Ohlo, This was enclosed
in a handsome mahogany case. On the
tablet presented to Miss Deshler, in the
righthand corner. was a porttralt of Presi-
dent MeKinley and in the lefthand corner
a portrait of Miss Helen Deshler. In the
center of the tablet was a painting of the
battleship Ohlo, and surrounding the pie-
ture of the ship was & wreath of Callfornia
poppies and buckeye leaves. The tablet
contnlned this Inseription:

“Unitell States battleship Ohlo, launched
at the Union Iron works. Christened by
Miss Helen Deshler, in the presence of
Hon, William McKinley, president of the
United States of America, Ban Francisco,
Cal., May 18, 1001,

A tablet of a similar workmanship and
elmilarly engraved, but having In the cen-
ter a pleture of the American eagle and the
flag, and on either side the oMeclal seals of
the states of Californla and Ohlo, was In-
seribed to Mra, Willlam MeKinley, who was
to have pressed the electrie button that
launcted the Ohlo, and whose place today
In that function was taken by her nlece,
Miss Mary Barber.

BUCKEYES GIVE LOVING CUP

Giovernor Nash and Other Vislting
Ohloans Leave Souvenier with
Those Who Entertnined.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 18, —Governor
Nash of Ohlo and his persooal party, In-
cluding Miss Helen Deshler, were with the
president’'s party on the S8Slocum. The
steamer Resolute was chartered for the
ather Ohio visitors and for all members of
congress present, including those of the
Paclfic const. Congressman Dayton of West
Virginia was with the Ohle delegation. The
officers and commlitteemen of the Ohlo So-
elety of Callfornia were also on the Reso-
lute, Other boats In the line bors thou-
sands of memberas of the Ohio Soclety of
Callfornla. These boats were given excel-
lent positions along the bay to wltness
the launching and other exerclses and
especlally to view the battleghips, crulsers
and the endless line of craft in the bay.

The Ohlo visitors and others were shown
through the Union Iron works and In the
afternoon they visited the government
treining school on Goat {sland and other at-
tractions. They did not get back Into the
city until evening. The Ohlo visitors as-
sembled at the Palace hotel, adopted a
series of resolutions of thanks and pre-
sented a loving cup, worth several hundred
dollars, to the Ohio Soclety of Callfornia
in recognition of the courtesies extended
the past two weeks. The presentation
speach was made by W. F. Burdell of
Columbus and the response was by (ieneral
Gleaves of the Ohio Soclety of California

After Miss Deshler placed the loving cup
on the table, Governor Nash addressed (he
meeting and was followed by Vice Presl-
dent W. H, Jordan and Rev, D, 8. Hutsin-
piller of the Ohlo Soclety of Callfornia and
by Rev. George Collier of Delnware, 0.

An Informal reception followed., Goverrors
Nash and party leave on thelr special train
Monday for Sacramento, They spend a day
at Salt Lake Clty and another at Denver
on their return trip. The Ohio congres-
slonal delegation will leave tomorrow night
for Portland, Ore,, arriving there Tuesday
morning. Two days will be spent at Port-
land, including a trip on the Columbla
river.

OHIO, SISTER OF THE MAINE

Submerged Torpedo Tubhen and Other
New Features in Dattlenhip's
Offensive Power.

The Ohlo Is a slster ship of the Maine,
now bullding at the works of the William
Cramp & Sons Ship and Englne Bullding
company, and of the Missourl, bullding at
the yards of the Newport News Shipbuild-
ing and Drydock company,

The hull, which & divided like those of
the most recent battleships, I8 built of steel
and is unsheathed. It |s 388 feet lopg oun
the load waterline, 72 feet 21 inches ox-
treme breadth and nt a mean draft of 23
fect 6 lnches displaces 12,320 tons. The
hull is protected abreast of the boilers nnd
engines by a slde armor belt extending 3
foct 6 Inches above the load waterline and
four feet below it, huving a thickness of
eleven Inches for a depth of 4 fect 8 inches,
tapering to seven and a half Inches at the
bottom of the belt, and by the casemate
urmor six inches thick, which extends from
the side belt to the upper deck, and |
worked from the center of the forward to
the center of the after barbette, At the
ends of this casemate armor dingonal armor
nine inches thick extends from the sides of
the vessel to the harbette nrmor.

In the casemate thus formed are placed
ten of the six-lach guns. Above this, on the
upper deck, four of the six-inch guns are
placed, in the vicinity of which six-lnch
wrmor I8 worked far enough forward and
aft to oafford protection %W the crews of
theso guns.

Protectlon Is afforded the vitals of the
ship below the waterline by a protective
deck worked flat within the cosemate, and
with slopes farward and aft of it. The deock
is worked in two thicknesses of plating, the
total thickness on the flat being two and
three-quarter Inches, while that on the
slopes forward and aft Is respectively three
and four inches. Cofferdams are built on
the protective deck from the diagonal armor
builkheads to the bow and stern in (he
viclnity of the waterline, and on the berth
deck for nearly the length of the vessel, All
of these cofferdams are filled with corn pith
cellulose.

The main battery of the shin copsists of
four twelve-inch bresch-loading rifles,
placed (n two balaoced turreis, and sixteen
six-lnch rapid-firing guna,

The turrets are turned by electricity and
the motors used for this purpose can re-
volve one of these greal turrets through 360
degrees in ons minute, Tbe armor of both
the turrets and barbeltes ls twelve luches
thick.

Ten of the slx-inch guns are withig the
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casemate, &s before stated; two othera are
om the berth deck forward in six-inch
armored sponsons, and four are on the
upper deck. Those In the sponsons forward
and two on the upper deck can fire directly
ahead, and the other two on the upper deck
directly astern, in addition to baving a
broadside fire,

The electricity, both for lighting the
vessel and operating the turrets and holsts
and minor purposes, Is furnighed by eight
thirty-two-kilowatt generating aets, all
having a pressure of eighty volts at the
toerminals.

There are four dynamo rooms, one on
cach slile of the vessel just forward of the
boller space, two generating sels belog
placed in each dynamo room. Four pow-
erful searchlights, two of which are placed
on the top of the pilot house and two on the
malnmast above the upper bridge, will
glve warning of the approach of hostile
vessels, and for night signaling the ship
carriea two sets of electric signaling ap-
paratus,

The normal coal gupply is 1,000 tons, and
the capacity of the bunkers is 2,000 tons,
A# In other ships of this type the arrange-
ment of the buokers is such as to afford
conslderable Incidental protection to the
machinery.

The msecondary battery conslsts of six
three-inch rapld-Aring guns; elght six-
pounder rapld-firing gune; slx one-pounder
rapld-firing guns; two Colts and two three-
inch rapid-firing fleld guns.

A new feature introduced in the vflensive
power of thia ship Is the submerged tor-
pedo tube. While submerged torpedo tubes
are not now abroad, German warships
having been equipped with them for a
number of years, the Ohlo and its class
are the first battleships of the navy to be
supplied with them, though prior to its
construction many vessels of the United
States pavy were fitted with torpedo tubea
above the water line. The Ohlo will have
two of these tubes, one on each side of the
vessel, sltuated fifty feet from the bow and
ten feet six Inches below the water line.

The megoazines and shell rooms of the
ship can stow 240 prounds of twelve-inch
ammunition; 3,200 rounds of six-inch am-
munition, 9,600 rounds of six-pounder and
4,000 rounds of one-pounder. The forward
magazines are locuted immediately forward
of the dynamo reoms and the after ones
just abaft the englne rooms.

There are two military masts fitted with
the usual slgoal yards, tops and topmasts;
two tops are bullt to each of these masis.
The foremasi I8 locate! (o the usual way
over the forward conning tower; the foun-
datlon of the lower forming the lower part
of the mast. The armor of the forward
conning tower {5 ten finches thick, and
that of the after, or signal tower |8 aix
inches thick. A steel tuba twelve Inches in
dinmeter Inside und geven Inches o thick-
negg exteuds from the forward conning
tower down to the protected deck and pro=
tecta the volce-tubes and telegraphs from
the commanding ofMcer to the Important
stations In the veasel.

The Ohlo carrles fourteen hoats, of which

one s a forty-foot steam cutter and an-
other a thirty-six-foot steam <utter of the
usual pavy type. Over each end of the
boat deck two small upper bridges are
located ou which Is placed a portion of the'
secondary battery, The boats are handled
by four cranes, all operated by steam;
the engloes for thia purpose being located |
on the working platforms of the cranes, |
Each crane can 1ift the heaviest boat that |
it has to handie at the rate of forty fest
per minute, and can also be revolved by its |
holsting engine at the rate of & revalution l
in ope minute,
Bllge keels to reduce rolling are ftted
to the vessel, experiments In recent years
in the United States and in forelgn navies
having demonstrated the great efMcioncy
of these keels In preventing excessive roll-
ing.
